TUB LATE JOHN 


John Corning, Assistant Superin- 


tendent of the Central Pacific Rail- 
road , who went to Los Angeles some 
weeks ago for the benefit of his 
health, died at the Sierra Madre 
Villa, San Gabriel, at 12:15 Sunday 
morning. 
His remains were em- 


balmed and .sent to San Francisco 
that morning. 


Mr. Corning was a native of the 


State of New York, and at the time 
of his death was 52 years of age. His 
father was a clergyman, and brother 
of Erastus Corning, for many years 
President of tho New York Central 
Railroad. At the ago of 32 deceased 
began his railroad career, entering 
the employ of the Michigan Central 
in train service. 
After a few years' 


connection with that road he went 
into the service of the New York 
Central under his nncle Ernstus, and 
in the course of time attained the 
position of Assistant General Super- 
intendent, which he retained nntil 
about the year 1868, when he accept- 
ed a similar position on the Central 
Pacific, in which he has since re- 
mained. He 
was 
married some 


twenty-five years ago lo a New York 
lady, but has no children. Some 
three months ago deceased contracted 
a low remittent fever, which was fol- 
lowed abmit three weeks after the 
firat uttaoh by a congestive chill, 
complicated witu typhoid symptoms. 
A bronchial 
difficulty sucoeedel, 


which was considered the immediate 
eanse of his death. Four weeks ago 
his physicians insisted upon a change 
of climate, and Mr. Corning was re- 
moved to Alameda, but after remain- 
ing there about ten days was sent to 
tho Sierra Madre Villa, situated in 
San Gabriel valley, on the west slppe 
of the San Bernardino mountains—a 
locality considered very favorable 
for persons iu his condition of health, 
owing to the pure atmosphere und 
freedom from fog and' dain'pnpss. 
He was accompanied by Mrs. Corn- 
ing, who remained with him through- 
out his illness. Saturday, being in- 
formed of the critical condition of 
Mr. Corning, Colonel Gray, Chief 
Engineer of the Southern Pacific,, 
with hit) wife, who is a siskr of Mrs. 
Corning, started from San Francisco 
for San Gabriel, but were met at Los 
Angeles Monday by Mrs. Corning, 
en route for San Francisco with the 
remains of her deceased husband. 
No definite arrangements have yet 
been made concerning the funeral, 
but it is probable that services will 
be held at the Palace Hotel to-day, 
and that on Thursday, or as soon 
thereafter as convenient, the body 
will be taken East for interment. 
Mr. Corning was a man of powerful 
physique and regular habits, and the 
fatal termination of his illness has 
been a great surprise to his numer- 
ous friends.
